1. To create two (2) additional drilling and production units for the exploration for and production of gas

and condensate from the Haynesville Zone, Reservoir B.

2. To force pool and integrate all separately owned tracts, mineral leases and other property interest within
each of the proposed additional units in accordance with Section 10, Title 30 of the Louisiana
Revised Statutes of 1950, with each tract sharing in unit production on a surface acreage basis of
participation.

3. To designate a unit operator of, and unit wells for, the proposed additional units as may appropriate.

4. To propose that future wells drilled to the Haynesville Zone within or outside of the units proposed herein
be located no closer than 330 feet to any unit boundary and no closer than 660 feet to any well
completed in, drilling to, or for which a permit has been granted to drill to the Haynesville Zone.

5. To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.

The Haynesville Zone, Reservoir B is defined as the stratigraphic equivalent of that interval encountered
between the measured depths 0f 10,910'and 11,487' in the Chesapeake Operating, Inc.-SRLT 29 No. 1 Well, located
in Section 29, Township 16 North, Range 15 West, being also the stratigraphic equivalent of that interval
encountered between the measured depths of 11,008' and 11,585" in the Chesapeake Operating, Inc.-Bray 27 No.
1 Well, located in Section 27, Township 15 North, Range 16 West.
